What of the tide? In or out? If it 
is flowing out we’re through—‘“ready to fold up our tents 
like the Arabs and silently steal away’’—but if it is still 
flowing in there is yet work to be done. 

We hear a great deal about the production improve- 
ment made by grade animals and the close approach of 
the grade to the production levels of the pure bred. We 
hear it with respect to all breeds, and there is plenty of 
evidence to support the charge that the pure breds have 
not kept pace. 

We hear the reasons—many and varied—but they 
point to but one conclusion—more intelligent selection for 
production. The man who milks cows for a living selects 
only animals from his best producers to carry on the work 
of his herd, and that’s the answer to the improvement in 
grade production. For production is the cornerstone of 
the structure upon which the dairy industry rests. The 
right of our Holstein industry to existence presupposes its 
ability to put out a machine that is superior to the grade 
dairy cow in ability to produce. 

But in all our groping after superiority and in all our 
efforts to reach a goal of perfection we must not for one 
moment overlook the necessity of production. 

This industry has passed through two or three success- 
ful show seasons that have proven the amazing strides 
that type has made in this breed. In many of our larger 
shows animals that go to the barn would have won blue 
ribbons at the beginning of our campaign for better type 
scarcely a decade ago. The work of our organization in 





' One class, which is accounted for by 

its late introduction, in such a way 
that the production of the animals of better type is proven 
superior to that of animals in, lower classes. Thus we 
may see that the application of type to the Holstein herds 
of our breeders is a step in the right direction. 

Of course, type is all desirable. It indicates production, 
if the correct type appears and from the above table appar- 
ently type and production are closely correlated. How- 
ever, we must remember that type is only the means 
toward an end—and not the end itself. Behind all our 
efforts, all our ambitions and aims, whether they be purely 
commercial or the idealistic view of the fancier, we must 
have production. As breeders we have accomplished noth- 
ing if we do not increase production or at least build it 
more securely in the succeeding generations—build it with 
assurance of its reappearance in the next, and the next, 
and the next generation. 

Our discussion here deals with the subject of produc- 
tion from the standpoint of the breeder. It needs no parti- 
cular discussion from the standpoint of the dairyman for 
it is the whole story as far as he is concerned. Productior 
appeals to the vast majority of those who would breea 
Holstein cows and this vast majority are dairymen first 
and breeders second. It should therefore be our first aim 
to establish production in the highest degree in the aver- 
age herd, for the greatest aid to the industry comes from 
the average herd. There are so many more of them and 
the wide spread influence of the breed comes from ani- 
mals that go out from the average herd. If we can build

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The Hazelwood System 


By JOHN L. SMITH 


Editor’s Note: This article was written by the late Mr. John 
L. Smith back in 1913. It appeared originally in the Breeder’s 
Gazette and was later reprinted in the Holstein-Friesian 
Register. The Hazelwood herd was at that time in the lime- 
light through its winnings at the 1912) National Dairy Show. In 
the years that have followed the Hazelwood name has taken on 
still greater significance through the achievements of this 
breeding on test and in the show ring. On this account we feel 
that this discussion from Mr. Smith’s pen over seventeen years 
ago will now be read with more than ordinary interest. 


AZELWOOD Holsteins represent 15 yeads of selec- 
H tive breeding. It was the object from the outset to 

fix a type. We had in mind the milking Shorthorn 
and the so-called old-fashioned Holstein. The type sought 
resembled these two in several essentials, but it was to 
be superior to either. 

I had been a breeder of Shorthorns. When I sold out, 
and adopted Holsteins, I resolved that I would build up 
and improve my herd along dual-purpose Shorthorn lines. 
I wanted a dairy beast with capacity, a strong, straight 
back. deep, wide-sprung ribs, much more than average 
width between the books, and full symmetrical hind- 
quarters. I was especially fastidious in regard to the 
loin, demanding that it should be broad and_ thick. 
Equally desirable in the type was a new kind of hind- 
quarter; it should be well developed and balanced, show- 
ing unusual width between the hipbone and the tailhead. 
This type of quarter is almost always associated with 
an ample udder, high production and great breeding 
powers. And if I achieved the desired type, I should of 
course have more scale, substance, constitution and dairy 
efficiency, all of which I regarded and still regard as in- 
dispensable. 


As our type began slowly to evolve, we had our share 
of criticism and even ridicule from local wiseacres. Cer- 
tainly there was no moral support of our object among 
them. But we were undismayed; we believed that we 
were on the right track; we persisted. From our point 
of view, definite progress was being made. The calves 
came a little stronger, grew more vigorously and had 
more sap and quality. As yearlings many of them would 
have been objected to by some judges as too “beefy”; 
in fact, they were often criticism on that score, and they 
were indeed quite unlike the great majority of Holsteins 
of their age. They were well covered with the flesh that 
meant healthy development. They were smooth over the 
withers and shoulders. Their strong ample skeletons were 
powerfully banded and nicely covered with muscles and 
meat. Such yearlings, the doubting critics predicted, 
would be decidedly too “beefy’’ when mature; they would 
not be good producers; they would lack refinement. None 
of these forecasts disturbed me; we had a vision and the 
faith to follow it. 


Our foundation stock was selected with a view to 
founding a herd of our required type. We introduced new 
blood and figured all matings with a view to giving form 
to our ideal. In addition, we worked out a system of 
management designed to aid in the unfolding of heredity. 
We tried to make the environment cooperate with this 
force. Nature favored us in many ways, particularly in 
respect of pure water, altitude and protective surround- 
ings, but we sought to make the conditions both naturally 
and artificially as nearly ideal as posible for the robust 
growth of our cattle. We purposed to build our type out- 
doors. We wanted in it the strength and life of the sun, 
the pure air and the mountains. Our altitude is 2,000 feet 
above sea level. The farm of 400 acres is in a curve of 
the Kettle River in Ferry County, northeastern Washing- 
ton. It is on the Canadian border, in the mountains. 
Probably there is no other place so favorably situated 
as this for our system of raising Holsteins. 


We adopted and still practice the colony system of 
management. A number of individual lots, comprising 
about one acre each, are suitably fenced. In each lot 
there is a small inexpensive house which is open every 
day, winter and summer. It is cleaned and sprayed with 
a disinfectant every Saturday. Three to five calves occupy 
each lot. They are placed in the lots when five to six 
weeks of age. They are fed whole milk from the time 
they are born until they go into the colony lots; skim- 
milk is then substituted. and, in adition, they receive 
dry ground oats and all the alfalfa hay and oat straw they 


will eat. Alfalfa mezel with oats sometimes is fed. In 
grass season, the lots are covered with bluegrass and 
white and red clover, which grow so luxuriantly that 
older stock is turned in to help the calves eat down the 
rank herbage. Ours is a great grass country. 

A bale of wheat or oat straw is kept in each colony 
house. We want the youngsters to eat plenty of this 
clean roughage, and they like it. Bulky, or coarse feed 
of fine quality is essential to the development of capacity. 
If straw is clean and fresh, cattle will eat immense quan- 
tities of it with avidity. And this is a vital question in 
feeding dairy cattle. On many farms, the character of 
the roughage is such that fastidious dairy animals refuse 
to eat it; at any rate, they will not eat much of it. We 
therefore make it a point to secure the best grade of oat 
or wheat straw, and our cattle often prefer it to the finest 
alfalfa hay. This indicates that beasts know what is 
good for hem. Our business is to make their preferences 
available to them. An abundance of wholesome roughage 
should be accessible to growing animals at all times. 

Our calves come in the spring and fall, and occasion- 
ally a few in the winter. The new milk given them is 
pasteurized. We take every practical precaution to avoid 
infections and keep the herd in robust health. We test 
every year for tuberculosis and have never had a reactor. 
We ascribe this condition to our system of feeding and 
management. Strong, rugged, vital stock is remarkably 
resistant to disease. If dairy cattle are bred for con- 
stiution and capacity and raised largely outdoors, they 
are not likely to succumb to disease. Nature puts up a 
strong defense in such cases. 

We feed carrots extensively. We can grow 90 tons 
per acre of these roots. Silage will be abandoned and 
roots used instead another year. If we were not situated 
economically to produce roots we should certainly feed 
silage. We begin feeding carrots in November and con- 
tinue until grass comes in April. Red beets are also used. 
These beets are cut into pieces for feeding. The cows 
are always eager for them. Perhaps nothing is so effec- 
tive as roots in keeping the system in normal condition. 
All farm animals require more succulence than they us- 
ually receive. 

Our cattle are on grass in the mountains as soon as 
the snow is gone in the spring. Since a heavy coat of old 
grass covers the ground during the winter, the young 
crop grows up through it and the combination of the old 
with the lush new grass makes a highly palatable feed. 
There is considerable nutriment in it too. Our whole 
system of management emphasizes outdoor life for the 
cattle, the feeding of roots and straw and the normal 
development of calves. Our colony plan is a decided 
advantage over any other method we have ever investi- 
gated. 

In the spring, many of the calves at about six months 
of age are removed from the colonies and pastured in 
the mountains where bunch grass is abundant. Lime- 
stone underlies the soil. Pure water is accessible at all 
times. Some of the cattle are in these pastures all winter 
when the temperature often runs down to 40 degrees 
below zero. It is interesting at such a time to see the 
calves with their tails up racing in the lots. These lots 
and the farmstead are in a sort of pocket in the moun- 
tains, and so are protected from the fierce winds. Our 
bulls are kept in large yards fenced with poles. In the 
winter they are fed oats and straw, but no hay. They 
have access to a long shed. 

I was pleased to hear a remark made by Alvin H. 
Sanders of The Gazette at the National Dairy Show in 
November. After looking over the Hazelwood exhibit of 
Holsteins, he said that they were “the genuine dual- 
purpose kind.” That is what we have been working for 
all these years. We have tried to put Shorthorn backs 
on our cattle. We have also modeled their quarters after 
those of the Shorthorns. Our grand champion heifer at 
the National Dairy Show was referred to as an “Angus 
with horns.” 

Our theory is that the young cattle must have good, 
strong withers and smooth shoulders. However “beefy” 
these characteristics may appear when the animals are 
immature, I know that when they reach their full stature,

One man can 
accomplish but little, but a large num- 
ber of men, each doing what he can, 
can accomplish a vast deal, as may 
be easily seen in what has been done 
in the matter of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. 

I am glad that you were able to in- 
clude a picture of the fine building 
the Advanced Registry Office is to 
occupy at Madison. It is a satisfac- 
tion to me to know that the A. R. is 
to have a fitting home, and that the 
Association will now own two such 
attractive buildings. I must not fail 
to mention the picture gallery of 
cattle, as shown in the book, I see 
there the pictures of cattle that 
through their productions brought the 
breed before the public when I was 
a young man, and pictures of those 
who in my own time have placed the 
breed far inadvance of any other 
breed far in advance of any other 
fine models for young breeders to aim 
to equal.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

This is to heartily commend you in your activities in 
the investigation into the history of the development of 
our show ring champions. This investigation, if diligent- 
ly and faithfully pursued, is conductive of one of the very 
best, if not the best, pieces of constructive breed de- 
velopment that has yet been inaugurated. 

For several years, I have rather criticized the judging 
ideals which have been in vogue and their attending re- 
sults. As your investigation has shown, these ideals have 
been conspicuous in their falure to recognize, in the calf, 
the superior adult animal. 

Some of our judges have long admitted that the super- 
ficial fitting on which they have placed a premium in 
the show ring is directly contrary to what the animal 
should have when at home. Judges, honest in their ad- 
mission, have told me that, in these young classes, they 
were not picking for the future but for the present and 
that, with the fitting and showmanship as presented in 
the ring, the animals were placed according to their at- 
tractiveness at that particular occasion. 

I have sometimes seriously questioned the wisdom of 
our association spending of its money in aiding and abet- 
ting these practices which some of those same judges 
will say is not for the good of the animal or the breed. 
The show ring has a definite value and place. It has an 
almost incalculable value in advertising the breed but 
it seems to me that over and above this its greatest ser- 
vice should be its object lesson in breed development. 

You have asked, in the World, should these younger 
classes be discontinued. The answer can be yes or no, 
according to our purpose. It takes an expert architect to 
plan a magnificent building, a master draughtsman to 
design the intricate machine, a skilled artist to paint 
a picture or fashion a piece of stone. Many of us can 
look at the finished product and detect that which makes 
or mars its beauty, stability or usefulness. Our placings 
in the junior classes should be the embodiment of those 
characteristics which are prerequisite in the superior 
mature animal. If we attach no importance to the adver- 
tising value of the s*ow and are ready to admit that we 
are unable to correlate the characteristics of the calf 
and the mature animal, then those classes serve no good 
purpose and should be discontinued. 

But, the challenge is laid down. Is our association 
and are our institutions of learning to say to the novice 
that we have only been making grandstand plays and 
really do not understand the fundamentals of the game. 
Shall we continue to pick out a young animal simply 
because it has, to us, a beauty which we have learned 
to like and admire and not because we can attach a prac- 
tical application to our choice? Shall we tell the beginner 
that his only hope is to raise all young animals, that no 
intelligent selection can be made until the animals have 
reached maturity? The discontinuance of these junior 
classes means pretty nearly such an admission and, if 
that be our desire, let us discontinue them. 


On the other hand. I would say NO. Regardless of 
any mistakes that we have made, the show ring has had 
a beneficial influence Many a person has hung around 
the show ring to get and study the opinion of one whom 
he feels knows better than he. In the main, he has gone 
home with more right than wrong ideas. If our junior 
classes are not all that they should be, let us not dis- 
continue them. Rather. let us make a more thorough 
and exhaustive study of the matter. Let us correlate 
those characteristics in the young animal which are found 
in the superior mature animal. Let us judge all animals 
on their own merits, counting for naught showmanship 
and fitting. These are purely superficial. artifices which 
often cover or minimize imperfections and thus defeat 
the greatest purpose which the show can serve. Further, 
over-fitting has been known to seriously impair the ani- 
mal’s later producing ability. 
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As I have already said, the greatest value of the show 
ring is its value as an object lesson in breed development. 
You have started an agitation which, I feel, can make 
of these younger classes a wonderful object lesson. Here’s 
hoping you continue this agitation to a successful fruiti- 
tion, adding further to the value services the World has 
given to the industry.

HANSEN’S VIEW ON YOUNG CLASSES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In accepting your invitation to express our humble 
opinion with reference to the elimination of heifer and 
yearling classes at our shows, wish to say that I, for one, 
am opposed to any such suggestion, because I believe the 
harmful effect caused by overfitting calves and yearlings 
are not nearly as great as we are led to believe by pro- 
ponents of this change. 

I am of the opinion that if it is as detrimental as 
voiced by some people that the breeders themselves will 
in time take care of this practice, because they surely are 
the ones that are interested in the ultimate development 
of their cattle. 

Why confine this to heifer calves and yearlings, as 
this practice is equally true of the bull calves and year- 
lings, and you need not stop there? You can go all the 
way down the line and include all animals shown, as I 
have seen mature bulls shown in such high condition that 
they were no good for breeding purposes for months after 
they returned to their respective homes. 

It is desirable to have our cows and heifers in good 
condition for freshening. Therefore, it is only natural 
that dry cows and senior yearling heifers carry consider- 
able flesh, as we know senior yearlings are or should be 
carrying calf during the show season. For that reason 
we must overlook a certain amount of overconditioning. 

Looking at it from a spectator’s, or from a breed pro- 
motion standpoint, we know that a class of from 30 to 
40 nice, sleek calves or yearlings attract more attention 
and are much more pleasing to look at than a class of 
fifteen to twenty two- or three-year-old heifers with one 
or two good ones at the top and the balance more or less 
plain with several badly shaped udders among them. 

And again, if we are going to bar the calves and year- 
lings from showing and thereby discredit them entirely 
because of a few of them are what we might term “over- 
conditioned,’ what logical excuse can we give to the 
thousands of faithful 4-H boys and girls, who, upon 
advise and recommendation, purchase heifer calves for 
club work? 

Again, look at the number of classes it would eliminate 
from our shows. Besides the open classes, it would elim- 
inate young herd, breeders’ herd, calf herd, and with a 
good many of the small exhibitors and even some of the 
large exhibitors, it would eliminate the Get of Sire and 
Produce of Dam; all of which would make it almost im- 
possible, at least very unprofitable, for our smaller 
breeders to show at all. 

We all know the business of showing cattle at fairs is 
not any too lucrative at the present time, and I trust that 
in spite of our present financial depression that the Na- 
tional Association will continue to support our shows as 
in the past, because it is a great help to the exhibitors, 
and they are surely deserving of it, and anything we can 
do to encourage the boys that have to sleep in the straw 
and in side door pullmans for the sake of popularizing 
our breed, and I am sure would be appreciated. Instead 
of eliminating a number of classes, I would be much more 
in favor of reinstating, for instance, the A. R. O. classes 
or adding dry female classes, as is in vogue in Canada 
at the present time. 

The Holstein fraternity in general owe a _ vote of 
thanks to the exhibitors of Holstein cattle in 1930, who 
in spite of rather depressing business conditions through- 
out the year, made such a splendid showing at all fairs 
and expositions.

In answer to your editorial, “Why don’t you write?” re 
discontinuing the showing of heifer calves at our shows. 

Personally, I would not like to see it done, although I 
agree with you in the main that many calves are over-con- 
ditioned. I also realize that it will be hard to regulate 
in class as it would be very difficult to decide just when 
they were right. 

I think the main reason why junior champions or some 
of our best junior females do not come back as cows is in 
the development of the udder; teats are not put on right, 
the udder is not the right shape or is not properly 
attached. You cannot tell this in the heifer or calf stage 
but while these do not come back no one has written 
anything about the thousands of calves and heifers that 
are not shown, that do not get enough to eat to ever make 
them large enough to win. 

It is true that once in a while a great show comes out 
of the bush, so tospeak, but they invariably have beautiful 
udders and that is 30% of a show cow in any Case. 

It may be that some udders are spoiled with high feed- 
ing, but mostly it is an excuse for natural udder faults.

BELIEVES CALF CLASSES MISLEADING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I personally feel that our calf classes, particularly the 
heifer calf class, might well be discontinued because of 
two reasons. I do not feel that keeping a calf in show 
ring shape necessarily means she will develop into a more 
or less coarse individual when mature. I realize this is 
a point on which there is a decided lack of agreement. I 
have observed, however, that many times the high state 
of condition on our young stock results in shy, sluggish 
breeders and this is particularly true of young bull calves 
that have been on the show circuit. Considerable of the 
sterility and breeding trouble with heifers I feel is also 
due to the same conditions. 

I feel there is a general agreement among breeders 
that young stock change rapidly in general conformation 
during the time of development and certainly we cannot 
accurately judge or select type in heifers and hope to 
have the same type and conformation shown by the same 
animal in mature form. In other words, the educational 
value is partly lacking and if there is a no real lesson 
to be learned what is the purpose of the class? I also 
feel that the type commonly selected in calf classes is 
not the type that will develop later into the right sort 
of cows.

A TRIBUTE TO DR. BABCOCK 


Prof. H. H. Wing, President of The *folstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, paid the following graceful tribute to Dr. 
Babcock, extemporaneously at the meeting of the New York 
Advisory Council last month. 


“IT am glad to stand before this group to ipay tribute to 
Dr. Babcock. No i:erson having had anything to do with 
agricultural matters is more worthy of notice than Dr. 
Babcock. It is a great service that Dr. Babcock has ren- 
dered to the Dairy Industry. I first knew him as a chemist 
at the State Station at Geneva, N. Y. Some of his char- 
acteristics at this time were great modesty, fearlessness, 
enjoyment in attacking people’s pet theories, kindliness, 
optimism, capacity for extreme hard work, and great in- 
dustry. One of the things leading up to this test was a 
demand for a quick and accurate method of determining 
the fat in milk. There were some methods in use, but not 
accurate ones. The big problem was to find a way to 
determine the fat in milk. Mr, Babcock took some pre- 
vious work and added to it. In 1890 he published Bulle- 
tin 24, giving a method known as the ‘Babcock test’. This 
test sprang directly from the mind of Dr. Babcock. The 
method has never been greatly modified since. No other 
test has been used extensively in any country. No man is 
more worthy of some monument than Stephen Moulton 
Babcock.” 
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Exit 1930 


E come now to the end of 1930. In many respects 
W it has been a bad year. General business has been 
in the doldrums. Falling commodity prices have 
made it tough for the single crop farmer. Milk prices 


have declined along with everything else, but for this the 
dairyman has partial compensation in lowered feed prices. 


It has been a red letter year for The Holstein-Friesian 
Assciation of America, at least to the extent that most 
every income producing activity has been written largely 
in red ink compared with the previous year. There has 
been quite a material falling off in both registrations and 
transfers recorded this past year. In spite of economies 
that have cut down the expense of activities budgeted 
for 1930, the Association will run behind somewhat finan- 
cially for the year, being forced to draw upon surplus 
funds accumulated in previous years as a buffer and 
stabilizer for just such periods as this. In addition to a 
falling off in numbers of cattle sold, there has been a 
decrease of about 20% in the average price judged by the 
general average of public sales. 

The picture is by no means entirely a gloomy one, how- 
ever. It is in times of depression that breed improvement 
goes forward most rapidly. It is a time when breeders 
are more likely to cull their herds because of the smaller 
spread between the market value and salvage value, and 
the emphasis which narrower profit margins place upon 
the better producers. Buyers, too, are more discriminat- 
ing. Poorer quality does not command enough of a pre- 
mium to warrant registration. That explains in good part 
the falling off in applications for registry and transfer, 
and, while it may be disturbing from the standpoint of 
the finances of the Association, it is decidedly the reverse 
from the standpoint of actual breed progress. 

It must be remembered, too, as brought out in our re- 
view last week, the Holstein shows of 1930 broke records 
for both numbers and quality of animals of our breed 
on display. Supt. Norton reports continued increases in 
the amount of testing for production going forward, par- 
ticularly in Classes B and C in the semi-official division 
and the Herd Test. 

In other words, breeders are going forward with the 
necessary steps of herd improvement, and this is bound to 
be reflected in the progress of future years. 

While many herd owners have found it hard to make 
ends meet on account of slower demand for cattle and 
lowered prices for milk, there are many Holstein men 
who are not complaining. They have taken full advan- 
tage of lowered feed prices to cut their costs of produc- 
tion; they have responded to the challenge of hard times 
in the business world by fighting just that much harder 
with results that show up on the right side of the ledger. 
As one Nebraska correspondent recently wrote: 


“Although the country in general is passing 
through a period of depression, we have never ex- 
perienced so great a demand for really good herd 
sire prospects as we have this past year, especially 
this fall. Breeders are paying more and more at- 
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tention to type in making their selection; they want 
well balanced udders, high test and heavy produc- 
tion. When they can find all these features wrapped 
up in one article, they do not hesitate to pay a 
good, reasonable price.” 


Even more striking is the concrete testimony sub- 
mitted within the past few days by one of our bigger 
breeding institutions. The farm reported sales at private 
treaty within the past two months of fifty females and 
seventeen bulls to 36 buyers from sixteen states, Canada, 
Alaska and five other foreign countries. The range of 
prices on females was from $250 to $1,000—on males from 
$500 to $5,000. This concern has consistently maintained 
its program of testing, showing and advertising and the 
results here reported are certainly an encouraging demon- 
stration of the fact that quality recognizes no depression. 


What of 1931? While one man’s guess may be as good 
as another’s, we look for a distinct improvement. We 
base this expectation on the known close relation between 
prosperous general business conditions and activity in the 
Holstein industry. The business statisticians seem to be 
pretty well agreed in looking for a distinct turn for the 
better in 1931. If that materializes, we are bound to feel 
the favorable effect of it in our industry. 


The situation, however, is by no means hopeless, even 
if the expected pick-up in general business and industry 
should be longer delayed, for 1930 has proven that he who 
practices sound dairy methods, takes advantage of the sit- 
uation in the matter of rigid culling and strengthening the 
herd by judicious purchases at discount levels, who car- 
ries on a consistent program of testing for production, 
takes advantage of the service of the show ring as a 
means of herd and breed advertising and promotion, is 
going to have little cause to complain when a year hence 
he looks back over 1931. 

Our New Year’s thought would be to have faith in the 
future, but to remember that “faith without works is 
dead.”

The Cover 


OR our cover illustration this week, we present the 
F very attractive Get of Sire group which was selected 
for Reserve All-American honors this past year. The 
group was bred and exhibited by Wm. Jones & Sons, Mt. 
Elgin, Ontario, and sired by Echo Hartog Mercedes 59493 
CHB, a bull that is recognized as one of Canada’s great 
present-day sires. The group from left to right consists 
of Josephine Abbekerk Helbon, world’s champion three- 
year-old in yearly test on two-time milking, Reserve grand 
champion at the Canadian National and second prize cow 
in milk at the recent Canadian Royal. Next to her is Rose 
Korndyke Walker 2d, owned by Hemlock Farm Farms, 
who placed third in the milking cow class at the Royal. 
Next is Princess Tidy Hartog, sixth prize milking three- 
year-old at the Royal and one the end at the right, Belle 
Mercedes Echo, first prize dry two-year-old at the Royal. 
All four were bred by William Jones. This is an outstand- 
ing showing for comeptition such as the Royal provided 
*but in addition to this imposing display of ribbons in 
class, they looked like dairy cows. Reference was made 
to the fact that Josephine Abbekerk Helbon, the oldest of 
the lot, was a world’s champion. Her figures in three- 
year-old form on two-time milking are 21,944 lbs. milk, 
788 lbs. fat (972.5 lbs. butter). 

Echo Hartog Mercedes, the sire of this group, is not 
of especially popular breeding. There is little in the way 
of record backing, none in the immediate dams. The 
pedigree, however, is of interest in one respect in that it 
represents rather unusual inbreeding. The sire, Echo 
Hartog Chief, and the dam, Tidy Mercedes Echo, are both 
from the cow, Tidy Mercedes Canary, a cow bred by Har- 
vey S. Day, veteran Michigan breeder, but her life-time 
was apparently spent in Canada. She has no record nor 
record offspring of moment, but she was good enough to 
be the dam of herd sire retained by H. A. Burrell, Norwich, 
Ont., who bred both the sire and dam of Echo Hartog Mer- 
cedes, and the whole family had sufficient reputation in 
Oxford county so that Wm. Jones selected this black 
young bull to stand at the head of his herd. 

Three or four years ago, Fred Nichols and Mr. Harry 
Yates discovered this bull and what he was doing in the 
Jones & Sons herd, and made an effort to buy him for use 
at the Yates Farm. He was discovered at about the same 
time by Arbogast Brothers, Sebringville, Ont., and a half 
interest secured, which they still hold, so that Mr. Yates’ 
effort fell through, although several daughters of the 
bull were purchased which have been valued members of 
the Yates Farm herd since then, both in the show ring 
and test barn. Echo Hartog Mercedes, himself, is a show 
bull of considerable merit and for several years past has 
been consistently well up in the money at leading Canad- 
ian shows. His four daughters displayed at the Royal 
make fitting running mates for the Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby All-American group of 1930.

up productive ability in the great average mass of our Hol- 
stein population we can contribute something toward the 
building up of the dairy industry. Therein lives our real 
opportunity. 

At Springfield, Mass., recently President Henry Hiram 
Wing of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
made the statement that every pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
cow that has reached the age of production should have 
some sort of a record. We asked him recently for an 
amplification of this statement—for an explanation of its 
necessity—and Prof. Wing gave the following information: 

“Records of production are useful in two ways: 

“When carefully authenticated as in the semi- 
official and herd improvement classifications they 
give to the dairy and general public accurate in- 
formation as to the capacity of the leading individ- 
uals of the breed and the great productiveness of 
the breed as a whole. No single factor has done 
more to place the breed in its present commanding 
position than the fact that Holstein-Friesian cows in 
hundreds have authenticated records far in excess 
of those of any other breed. In order that this 
supremacy be maintained, it is necessary that large 
records in numbers be continued. To this the in- 
creased number of cows on test gives much en- 
couragement. It matters little to the present day 
public that Pietertje 2d made more than 30,000 
pounds of milk more than forty years ago. It is 
essential to show that now the same thing is being 
done by dozens and scores and hundreds. 

“A record may, however, be of as much or more 
private use to the owner than to the public, particu- 
larly if it leads him to cull out his low producers. 

A breeder and his herd gains much deserved fame 

and publicity from a 1,000-lb. fat record, but if it 

leads him to retain in his herd two or three cows 
that he knows are unworthy simply because his 
fame and that of his herd will enable him to sell 
their calves at an advanced price; the good effect of 
the large record is greatly diminished. It is often 

claimed that the expense of official and herd im- 

provement records is prohibitive, but a private rec- 

ord is within the reach of everyone and even a daily 
milk record will in a great majority of cases be all 
that is necessary to tell the breeder which heifer 

it will pay to push and which to send to the 

butcher.” 

And so this breed has come to a gradual adoption of 
the herd test and it is an inspiring fact to learn that the 
breed has, during the past year despite the self-evident 
depression that has existed, succeeded in increasing the 
number of Holsteins on production test. Here are the 
figures for semi-official Advanced Registry test as of 
October ist, 1930 and a year ago:

The gain in total of animals on test is 329 or 11 per 
cent. 

In Herd Improvement Test the gain is even more 
marked, the figures showing:

This is a gain of 1,451 animals or 26 per cent. 

The ideal goal in production presupposes a lactation 
period record not upon the very self-evidently superior 
producers alone but upon the great mass of Holsteins in 
every herd, from which, as we have shown, the great pre- 
ponderence of development in the industry must and will 
come. We have said that 95 per cent of our breeders 
keep Holsteins on a production basis alone. If they are 
reaping the benefits of the lessons that a study of the pro- 
duction records of their herds must teach then this indus- 
try is in a fair way to make rapid strides in improvement. 
If they are blinding themselves to the necessity of keeping 
such records, offering as an excuse the cost or trouble or 
some other inadequate reason, the industry is suffering. 
For the Holstein industry, like the dairy industry, is 
rapidly reaching a point where it has no use for the cull 
either in type or production. 

President Wing made another statement that deserves 
the attention of every thoughtful breeder. He said, “No 
one can justly call himself a progressive pure bred 
breeder who does not at least have a daily milk record of 
every cow in milk in his herd”. No intelligent program of 
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culling can be carried out without keeping track of the 
production of every animal in the herd and unless the 
owner subscribes to the principle that he will ruthlessly 
cull upon the evidence that the production records show 
he cannot hope to keep step with the progress of the breed 
or to contribute his part in the up-building of the breed to 
higher production levels. 

The herd test has come into its own. Its value extends 
far beyond the horizon of the breeder in whose herd it is 
applied. It is an indication of the determination of the 
breed to accept the challenge of the grade producer and 
meet production with superior production. 

And so aS we observe these buying trends of the 
private and public market for Holsteins, all of which point 
most definitely to an increased demand for production, we 
are heartened to believe that the tide still flows in. As 
we survey the gradual increase in interest in some form 
of testing we are again aware of further opportunities for 
this great breed. In addition we have plenty of evidence 
that the average breeder is culling, that he is taking ad- 
vantage of existing industrial conditions within the indus- 
try to turn away his useless and unworthy animals at a 
time when he can do this with the least loss. Decreased 
registrations and transfers indicate this in part. We 
firmly believe that the lesson of production is, as a funda- 
mental in the breeding of pure bred Holsteins, being 
learned. One hears so little today about abnormal records 
and abnormal production. 

Of course in the higher classifications of our breed we 
will continue—and rightfully so—to make as good records 
of production upon our better animals as is consistent 
with sound practice. We will continue to use sires from 
as sound production ancestry as we can find. We will con- 
tinue to advertise the breed from the standpoint of good 
record production for such extension efforts have estab- 
lished the popularity of the breed and created its name in 
the dairy field. 

Of course, it would be a very splendid thing if all those 
who breed with a sincere desire for improvement would 
never lose sight of the great importance of production. 
Various fads and fancies that sweep the industry from 
time to time cause us to turn temporarily from this im- 
portant fundamental but we have always returned, even as 
we are returning again. The function of the Holstein is 
to produce milk and butterfat—produce them in large 
quantity, and economically. The function of the pure bred 
Holstein is to furnish animals that will raise the levels of 
production of the dairy industry. 

As we face the facts we find no reason at all to ques- 
tion the assumption that the tide still flows in and that 
opportunity still exists for constructive work in Holstein 
breeding. Any breed that has registered over two million 
animals and tested but two and one-half per cent of them 
for production in an official way has still plenty of work 
to do. There are many decades of improvement ahead for 
this as well as for any other pure bred dairy breed.

and begin reproducing and producing, there is a shrink- 
ing process, a sort of reshaping induced by the vital 
functions of milk-making and reproduction, which elimi- 
nates any objectionable degree of beefiness. Many dairy 
cattle are open in the withers, and, unless they are fat- 
narrow-backed when mature, and, unless they are fat- 
tened, present a very unattractive appearance. On the 
other hand, the cattle of our type are never rough and 
scrawny, even when worked down to comparatively thin 
form. They retain their muscular form and symmetry. 

Naturally we were told by many critics that our type 
of cattle would not make good as producers. It was in- 
credible to such persons that big, strong, well-grown 
cows with Shorthorn backs and quarters, could make dis- 
tinguished milk and butter records. In August last year, 
we began to test some of them. Five years ago we wanted 
a 30-lb. cow. We said that if we reached that result by 
1911 we should be satisfied. Well, Lady Bracelet of 
Hazelwood last year made 31.6 lbs. butter in a week, and 
a two-year-old heifer produced 26 lbs.| Later three cows 
were tested; one made 136 lbs. in 30 days, which was 
a world’s record for a cow in her class; another made 
33.92 lbs. in seven days and 136 lbs. in 30 days. 

Thus it would seem that the dual-purpose type of Hol- 
steins is also a producer. All the testing that we have 
done proves that our type is not at war with outstanding 
capacity to produce milk and butter.

Dear Editor: 

Upon arriving at Jefferson recently 
to spend the week-end about the first 
piece of news I heard was that Irene 
Fleming had just been honored by 
being declared the outstanding Hol- 
stein-Friesian show girl of the coun- 
try. Although this is a remarkable 
achievement for any girl, it is not so 
surprising when her history and home 
surroundings are taken into considera- 
tion. 


In visiting the Wisconsin State Fair 
this fall it happened that the first 
class that I saw judged in the open 
classes was the senior heifer class 
and I was impressed with the way 
one girl, whom I did not at the time 
know, was handling and showing her 
entry.

County. We quote from his letter: 

“There were 40 animals in pro- 
duction at sometime during the year 
and I was able to secure complete 
production records on 23 of these ani- 
mals, 13 of which were Holsteins. On 
the percentage basis it meant that 
Monmouth County had sent 86% of 
the possible dairy records to the state 
office. Two Holsteins were at the top 
of the list. The first, a pure bred Hol- 
stein, Elsie Colantha Traverse De Kol, 
owned by Percy Farry, Jr. Farming- 
dale, who produced 11846 pounds of 
milk and 445 pounds of butterfat with 
an average test of 3.8. John Muly, 
Farmingdale, owned Flo Emily De Kol 
Segis, who produced 11160 pounds of 
milk and 397 pounds of butterfat with 
an average test of 3.2. The third Hol- 
stein on the list is Essex Boelyn 
Sweet Segis owned by C. Baird Ham- 
mond, Manalapan, who produced 13522 
pounds of milk, 388 pounds of butter- 
fat with an average test of 2.8. The 
fourth Holstein was Forgate Gale 
Susie owned by Carlton Lawrence, 
Imlaystown, who produced 9979 
pounds of milk, 357 pounds of fat with 
a test of 3.5. 

Other complete dairy records were 
reported by J. Byron Errickson, and 
H. Morgan Holman, Clarksburg; 
Jack Satterthwaite, Imlaystown, 2 
animals; Evelyn and Henry Ham- 
mond, Manalapan. 

In addition to the above records 
Percy Farry had complete records on 
two more animals, C. Baird Hammond 
on another animal. There were 39 
dairy club members during 1930-31, 31 
boys and 8 girls.”

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Carnation Sales Belie Bad Times 


Carnation Milk Farms. Seattle, 
Washington, send us a copy of their 
seventh bargain list, which was put in- 
to the mails the middle of October, 
marked with the names and adrresses 
as the list appeared forty-five days 
later. Of the 105 cows and heifers 
appearing in this list, an even 50 were 
sold in the 45-day period, of which 
eight were young heifer calves and 42 
were animals of breeding age and up- 
ward. A study of the list shows 
that the 50 females were taken by 19 
buyers located in such widely scatter- 
ed sections as Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
in the East. Indiana, Iowa, Kansas 
and Missouri in the Middle Western 
section, California, Wyoming and Utah 
farther West, as well as Alaska, Vene- 
zuela, Chile and San Domingo The 
largest shipment was to the Bently 
Farm at Fairfax, Alaska, who took 
eleven head. including daughters of 
North Star Joe Homestead, Sir Romeo 
Mildred Colantha, Segis Pietertje Clo- 
thilde, Carnation Segis Prospect, Segis 
Matador Prospect and one daughter 
of Sir Inka May; also a granddaugh- 
ter of Matador Segis Ormsby, ete. 
Guillemo Rodriguez of Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, an old Caranation customer, 
took five females, including a daugh- 
ter of Matador Segis Ormsby bred to 
North Star Joe Homestead. A. K. 
Craig, Sheridan, Wyoming, also select- 
ed five year, including a daughter of 
Matador Segis Ormsby bred to Joecho 
and the well known show cow, Kathryn 
Ormsby Bos De Kol, who was All- 
American four-year-old back in 1925. 
The highest priced animal in the list 
was one of the three heifers selected 
by J. M. Kirkpatrick, Topeka.

lbs. butter). Announcement has al- 
ready been made of the purchase of 
this bull by Hon. O. U. Kellogg, Cort- 
land, N. Y., chief counsel of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
Next on the list comes Carnation 
Conductor, selected by Hon. James G. 
Strong, for his herd at Blue Rapids, 
Kansas. Announcement of this sale 
has already been made in an earlier 
issue of the World, the bull being a 
son of Sir Segis Bessie Walker and 
Carnation Houwtje Hattie now 
promising a record above 1000 lbs. 
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fat, 30,000 lbs. milk for the current 
year. 

To old Mexico, went the two next 
bulls on the list to the well known 
breeding firm of Mutiozabal Hnos, 
Mexico City, taking a very attractive 
son of Sir Inka May from a dam that 
milked over 27,000 lbs. milk and made 
over 800 lbs. fat in the year. Joaquin 
Rasilis, Mexico City, took a son of 
Matador Segis Ormsby out of Cascade 
Marion with a record of 30,283.4 lbs.

Now is the Time to Cull Your Herd 


Culling is always in order with the 
dairy herd, but it is more important 
than ever in times like the present. 
When prices of dairy products are 
high, close culling is not quite so 
necessary as a larger percentage of 
cows may return a profit over cost of 
feed. With present conditions, how- 
ever, careful culling is an absolute 
essential if a satisfactory margin of 
profit is to be realized. With an 
abundance of dairy products on the 
market, low prices prevailing, and pur- 
chasing power at a very low ebb, 
every dairyman should do his part 
toward relieving the situation by dis- 
posing of low producing cows. While 
the per capita production of these 
poor producers is small, their com- 
bined production constitutes the sur- 
plus on the market. This surplus is 
produced at a loss and at the same 
time lowers the value of all dairy iprod- 
ucts and thus the poor producing cow 
becomes a double burden on the herd. 

Have you examined your herd as 
carefully as you should under present 
conditions? Your Herd Test figures 
will show the way and unless you 
study them carefully, you are not ob- 
taining the full benefit from your in- 
vestment in the test. Study the indi- 
vidual cows and their production 
figures; set a standard for your herd 
and cull accordingly. This is no time 
to keep “boarder cows’, Encourage 
your neighbors to cull their herds also. 
If they have grade herds, the local 
testing association will take care of 
them and furnish the necessary 
figures: if they have pure bred herds, 
urge them to try the Herd Improve- 
ment Test. Every dairyman should 
keep some sort of production records 
of his herd, and it is doubly important 
that records be kept on pure bred 
dairy herds if they are to furnish sires 
which will increase production and 
insure profits in dairying. If you are 
not watching production closely and 
culling your herd, start today. Now is 
the time. 

Red Book ‘No. 2 

We are preparing the copy for 
Volume 2 of the Red Book, and the 
first copy for the new publication will 
be sent to the printers today. We are 
unable to prepare copy until all herds 
included in the year’s test are com- 
pleted and while the year closed with 
September 30th, the necessary data 
for completion of some herds was not 
available until after the middle of No- 
vember. We hope that everything 
will move smoothly now that it is 


under way and that the books may be 
available for distribution soon after 
the first of the year. 


New Herd Averages 

We are reporting thirteen herd av- 
erages and this list completes. the 
herds to be reported in Volume 2 of 
the Red Book. The Ionia ‘State Hos- 
pital, Ionia, Mich., leads with a herd 
of 36.5 cows showing the very excell- 
ent average of 15,497 lbs. milk and 
501.3 lbs. fat per cow. The entire herd 
was tested in Classification A, four 
times milking, but this is a fine show- 
ing for a herd of this size even in 
Classification A. Among the _ three 
“C” herds reported, Hoffman Sons, 
Perrysburg, Ohio, lead with 305.7 lbs. 
fat and 9,067 lbs. milk. Among the 
nine herds of mixed classification, 
there are several with very high aver- 
ages, including Harold J. Shaw, San- 
ford, Me., with 31.6 cows averaging 
12,235 lbs. milk and 413.5 lbs. fat; 
State College of Washington, Pullman, 
Wash., with 20.7 cows averaging 12,- 
405 lbs. milk and 405.7 lbs. fat and 
Joseph H. Brewer, Grand _ Rapids, 
Mich., with 51 cows averaging 12,126 
Ibs. milk and 401 lbs. fat. Reports of 
the thirteen herds are shown in the 
table at the bottom of this page. 





A MODEL EXTENSION BOOTH 


For the last two years, I have at- 
tended the Texas State Fair at Dallas, 
Texas. From the information I have 
at hand, no other state fair surpasses 
this fair in total attendance. 

For the last few years, we have 
had a booth at this fair and I am 
enclosing a photograph of one they 
use, which our northern fairs might 
pattern after to the advantage of the 
fair and the exhibitor. 

It is a movable booth about 5 x 5 
feet square with a light board floor 
and a row of shelves on three sides, 
about 18 inches above the floor, for 
extra printed matter and another row 
at the top of the booth on three sides 
on which to display circulars. You 
enter the booth through a door at the 
side. It has a canopy top and in order 
to make it light and easy to move, it 
is constructed of wall board. It can 
be used either at the end of the barn, 
as shown in the picture, or four men 
can carry it inside. 

The cost and labor in decorating is 
nominal compared with decorating a 
stall or place in the barn.

It 
has been unfortunate that the dam of 
of “Butler” will not be tested again d 
to the loss of a quarter as she was 
better than 1100 lb. prospect. “Butler” 
has been shown very little, being out 
as a two-year-old and being undefeat- 
ed on the county circuit, in North 
Dakota and at the Minot district fair 
but losing the Grand Championship to 
the Femco Farms’ All-American three- 
year-old of that year. The Sanitorium 
has a young son of this sire in the 
herd purchased last spring. 

Merle McIntyre of Rolette, North 
Dakota recently returned for the third 
purchase of foundtaion stock select- 
ing Salma Lyons Ormsby Segis, fourth 
prize cow at Minot, N. D. 1928. They 
had formerly selected a heavy produc- 
ing daughter of the former Spaulding 
herd sire, King P. M. Ormsby and the 
dam of the two young cows sold to 
the State Sanitorium. 

A splendid 2 years old daughter of 
the cow purchased by McIntyre was 
selected by Gustave Albricht of Rolla, 
North Dakota. The young cow is 
carrying calf to the service of “Butler”. 
Mr. Albricht also selected a son of 
“Butler” to head his herd. 

William Sleight, Bottineau, N. D., 
also purchased his first pure bred Hol- 
stein when he selected a daughter of 
Pabst Creator Pride and one of the 
best producing matrons on the farm. 

We are building rather heavily on 
the blood of a daughter of Harvest Pet 
Pontiac Lass, world’s champion four- 
year-old in old Sub-division B (in the 
herd of S. B. Simon of Wisconsin). 
This cow, now seven years old has 
three mature daughters, a yearling 
daughter and three young granddaugh- 
ters in the herd, five of which are 
sired by “Butler” and two by Pabst 
Creator Pride. All in milk have been 
excellent producers and of very good 
type. 

We have selected for our new herd 
sire a typy young son of the 1000 lbs. 
sire. Sir Skylark Johanna Korndyke, 
whose daughters averaged 116 Ibs.

The dam of our new herd header has 
500 lbs. fat on three quarter at 11 
years in C. T. A. and his full sisters 
have excellent C. T. A. records.

In 
1928 we met Femco farms at Minot 
and our stuff was not prepared for 
quite that strength. We did succeed 
in winning both the breeders yearling 
herd and the calf herd, as well as two 
other firsts and a number of seconds 
and lower placings. We felt well re- 
paid for our showings of the twelve 
head out as we owned only 25 and had 
to compete with 24 from the Femco 
herd including two All-Americans and 
several other prize winners on the big 
time circuit. 

Perhaps you will remember our 
herd as you ran a short article a few 
years ago giving some results we had 
secured in breeding up a grade herd. 
The grades are now all gone and re- 
placed with pure breds that have av- 
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eraged over 300 lbs. of fat annually 
for several years. Even with 60 or 


70 cent wheat we can sell a few Hol-— 


steins. We are sold out completely 
except for a few yearling bulls and a 
few calves that have just arrived. 

As you will note from the letter I am 
now in the field of education but am 
retaining an interest in the herd as 
well as an interest in the Holstein 
fraternity.
